DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, 1 st Paragraph 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. In the instant case, there is a discrepancy with Claim 1, lines 4-5, which states that the 
hole is disposed intermediate the top and bottom edges and the description at page 5, lines 3-4 
which states that "A drilled hole 23 intermediate the edges 24 and 26 is disposed not quite 
halfway between the top portion 16 and the bottom portion 18. " 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, 2 nd Paragraph 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 1, 8, and 1 1 are inaccurate and/or misdescriptive. See rejection advance above 
regarding 3 5 USC § 1 1 2, 1 st Paragraph. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-5, 7-9, 1 1-15, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Close (U.S. Patent No. 3,71 1,901). 

With respect to claims 1-5, 7-9, 11-15, and 17, Close, Figures 1-7, teaches a tensioning 
and coupling apparatus including a planar member having a top edge, a bottom edge and 
opposing side edges, a drilled hole 23 disposed intermediate said opposing side edges; a slot 15 
adjacent to said drilled hole 23; a pair of diametrically opposed slots 17,19; and a series of slots 
13,14 alternately disposed on said opposing side edges. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 6, 10 and 16 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Close as 
applied to claims 1-5 and 7-9 above. 

With respect to Claims 6 and 10, Close is advanced above. Close teaches all the elements 
of the tensioning and coupling apparatus except for a recess for indicia. It should be noted that 
placing indicia on items is notoriously old and well known. As such, it would have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide Close with a recess for indicia for the purpose of 
placing advertising or for identification purposes. 
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Response to Arguments 
With respect to applicant's remarks on page 7 regarding the Close reference, it should be 
noted that the independent claim as set forth reads on the Close reference. It is of little or no 
consequence how the Close reference operates. Further, the examiner has identified by number 
where each of the slots are located.
